also the reasons for his peculiar actions 

There are the best of reasons for believing that Benedict ~e now either in the 
city of Washington or somewhere in Virginia. If he is in Washington, it is with 
the avowed purpose of securing a patent on some mysterious appliance upon 
which his mind is centered. If he is in Virginia, it is to seek out Charley Baldwin, 
who formrely lived in Athens, 


Greer’s to Union; to Portsmouth. 


It was Jack Benedict who was at Greer’s. It was Jack: Benedict who 
was at Union. From Union he went by the Seaboard Air-Line to Ports- 
mouth, intending to go from there to Washington by boat. At Ports- 
_mouth he talked freely with a chance acquaintance, revealing his iden- 
tity and explaining his plans and purposes. 
His manner was that of a man suffering from some mental trouble such as 
frequently comes as a part of brain fever. His mind seemed filled with the two 
ideas—to find Baldwin and to get to Washington to secure a patent upon. some 


- It will be recalled that the man who was reported to have anes at Greer's 
fitted the description of Benedict completely. He inquired the way across the 
country and, following instructions, started to walk. The next heard of this man 
-there could be no doubt that he was the same one—was at Union, where he 
went into a jeweler’s store and made some inquiries. Then he hurried off as if 
to take a train. The next heard of himis at Portsmouth, the terminus of 
the Seaboard line. There he revealed his identity, talked of 
his purposes, told of the long walk he hadtaken and exhibited his 
worn shoes as evidences of the fact; talked of certain occurences of which 
only an Athens man, and, indeed, some of which only Benedict himself, could 
have been familiar, and again disappeared. 


Due to The Constitution. 


The discovery of this latest clew is due entirely to the wide publicity given 
this case by The Constitution The details of this last appearance are given in a 
letter which I received yesterday. It was written by Mr. Anderson D. Miller, a 
New York traveling man, who goes into particulars of his encounter with the 
missing man at Portsmouth. This letter was written at Savannah on the 7th and 
mailed the next day, but did not reach me until yesterday because it was sent to 
Greenville, S. C., and there was some delay !n forwarding. Indeed, instead of mail- 
a the letter in Savannah, Mr. Miller carried it with him to Tennille, posting it 
there. 

It is a long letter of ten pages, written in a business hand, and the only pe- 
culiarity about it is that it is written with red ink. This is mentioned simply be- 
cause everything bearing upon this remarkable case is interesting. The address 
On the envelope is as follows: 

Mr. Jos: Ohl of The Constitution, or parties interested in the finding of 

the lost Mr. Benedict, Greenville, S.C. 

The envelope is marked ‘“Personal,’’ and on the back is written ‘‘SSavannah, Ga., 
June 8, 1899, 7:20 a. m.” But the postmark, as stated, is Tennille. 


; Saw Benedict at Portsmouth. 


Mr. Miller goes very fully into the details of his encounter with Jack Bene- 
dict. i 
Since my arrival in the state of Georgia, he begins, I have been reading 
about the disappearance of Mr. Jack Benedict, of Atheng, Ga., and I wish 
to tell you just what I know and just what I believe in the matter. I am 
&@ traveling man, visit only the wholesale cities. I was never in Athens in 
my life, and don’t know any one there. I was in Portsmouth, Va., last Sun- 

day week and it was there I met this Mr. Benedict. 

That, it will be observed, was two weeks ago yesterday. Benedict disappeared 
from Greenville on the 23d of May. He was seen at Union the 25th or the 26th or 
the 27th, the date is “uncertain. The S unday to which Mr. Miller refers was May 
8th. The dates agree perfectly. 

He introduced himself to me, continued Mr. Miller, and then and there 
giving me his name and address, stating he hag a patent and had just 
learned of some infringements made upon it, and that he was going to 
Washington city to look after it. He said he wanted to find a man that 
lived in Virginia, that once lived in Athens, by name of Baldwin; that this 
party had wronged him and he wou! 4d secure his arrest and punishment. He 
Gaid the day he left home that he had come in possession of a letter writ- 
ten by Baldwin to some man—name I have forgotten, but something like 
Prouts, Pruett or Proudfit—and these parties had formed a combination to 
beat him and his company, the latter, I think, and that he would spend 
his last cent to trap them. 


The Baldwin Matter. 


It is presumed that the Baldwin meant is Charley Baldwin, although Benedict. 
never had any personal trouble with that gentleman. Mr. Baldwin, it will be re- 
called, was at one time a prominent merchant of Athens. He had business trou- 
bles, and the Exchange bank, of which Benedict has been cashier, was iterestend 
to some extent. Mr. Baldwin now lives somewhere in Virginia. This probably 
€xplains the Baldwin reference. Mr. Miller may have not clearly understood 
What Benedict said or the latter may be imagining that he has a_ grievance 
@gainst the former Athens man. | 

The writer then gives a description of the man with whom he talked. It 
fits Benedict. It will be noted, also, that it fits the man who was at Greers, par- 
licularly in respect to the oilcluth covered bundle he carried. The description 
Siven by the people of Union differs as tO what he carried. They said there it 
Was a peculiar greenish tan valise, but their memory may be at fault, or it fs 
Possible that at different times he did have both the oiicloth-covered package and 
the valise. However, here is Mr. Miller's description to speak for itself: 


Spent Sunday [lorning Together. 

He had a bundle with him covered with oilcloth, he writes, and two 
leather straps around it, but I don’t know contents. He remarked that 
he had lost his baggage on the route and never expected to recover it, for 
he had given some hackman instructions to put it on a certain train and 
-he failed to do so. 

The reason I had so much talk with this getleman was that ft was Sun- 
day morning. He arrived on the Seaboard Air-Line train about breakfast 
time and said he was going to Washington, but the steamer did not leave 
that night or the next morning. It being Sunday, we put in several hours 
of i.e forenoon about the depot and at the Madison, near there. About 
noon he left me, saying he would write a letter home and would meet me 
@gain at 2 o’c.ock, anu we would take a ride out to Ocean Grove, or Ocean 
Pond, or some place of resort near Norfolk. I remember he said he would 
like to go to Old Point, but would not have much time, so would take in 
the other points. 

He seemed to wish to stick close by me and every occasionally would 
mention.

MEN WHO ARE OUT ARE WELL BEHAVED 


Owners of the Keotens.’ Will Attempt 
To Operate Lines This Morning 
and Rioting Is Possible. 


Cleveland, O., June 11.—Both officers of 
the big Consolidated Street Railway Com- 
pany and the strikers are awaiting expec- 
tantly for 7 o'clock tomorrow morning, for 
then there is likely to be serious trouble. 
True to its promise of last night, the com- 
pany made no attempt to move cars today. 
There was no activity about the barns or 
terminals and the big crowds of strikers 
and idlers that assembied saw nothing to 
excite them. 

A number of motormen imported by the 
company from other cities were taken to 
the Lakeview terminus of the road today 
and all that were not captured by the 
srtikers were housed there for the night. 
If the strikers do not return to work in the 
morning, as notified’ to do by the company, 
their places will be filled as far as possible 
by new men, and an attempt made to move 
the cars. This, the strikers will not permit. 
Or at least they say they will not, and 
while they have been very quiet today, 
there is apparently a grim determination 
on their part to thwart the efforts of the 
company to move cars. 

There has been some talk of a sympa- 
thetic strike on the part of the employees 
of the Littie Cansolidated Company, but 
the leaders of the strike say they do not 
desire anything of the kind. On the other 
hand, they declare that it would only in- 
jure them to tie up the other line, for it 
would lose them the sympathy of the peo- 
ple who thus far have put up with incon- 
venience and annoyance good naturedly. 
The police are preparing fur treuble in the 
morning and a large force of deputy sheriffs 
has been sworn in to assist in preserving 
order should the emergency arise. 

President Little, Member Owen and Sec- 
retary Bishop, of the state board of arbi- 
tration, had a long conference this even- 
ing with President Bryan and the executive 
board of the Street Railway Men's Union 
and President Everett, of the street rail- 
Way company, looking to a settlement of 
the trouble by arbitration. The conference 
lasted until a late hour. 

More Street Car Men for Cleveland. 

Toledo, O., June 11.—Forty street car men 
left Toledo for Cleveland tonight to take 
the place of striking street car men. They 
will be followed by another party tomor- 
Tow. 

Buffalo Strike Grows. 
“Buffalo, N. Y., June 11.—The strike of the 
freight handlers at the Erie docks for an 
advance of one cent an hour in wages was 
considered at a meeting of the freight han- 
diers’ union this afternoon and a sympuatitet- 
ic strike of the inside workers, or housemen, 
in all of the freighthouses was ordered. 
None of these men will report for duty in 
the morning.

M. Mathieu Dreyfus threw himself into 
Picquart’s arms, while Madame Dreyfus 
was so much overcome that she fainted. 


MR. BLAND DECIDEDLY WEAKER. 


Easy Day Is Foliowed by an Evéning 
of Sinking. 

Lebanon, Mo., June 11.—At 10 o'clock to- 
night Mr.. Bland was reported as resting 
quietly, but wholly unconscious. The in- 
creased brightness shown by him early in 
the day and the seeming change for the 
better in the condition of the patient has 
been followed tonight by a more pro- 
nounced state of coma,

him, the family fear the result tomorrow. 
In his extremely weak condition another 
sinking spell would probably prove fatal,

Jail at Stratford Surrounded by 
Guards While Inside There 
Is a Heavy Force,

ATTACK ON JAIL EXPECTED 


Large Mob Shouting for Swift Punish 
ment of Negro Who Assaulted Mrs, 
Roberts, a White Woman, 


SHE GOES TO JAIL AND (BENTIFIES HIM 


At the Same Time Begging the Offi- 
cers for Loan of a Pistol, with 
Which To Shoot Her Assail- 
ant—Mob Increasing 
in Numbers. 


Bridgeport, Conn., June 11.—Willlam Mor- 
rison, the burly negro who yesterday fiend- 
ishly assaulted Mrs. Margaret Roberts, an 
aged white woman of. Stratford, a neigh- 
boring town, is tonight locked up there. 
The jail is surrounded by an armed guard 
and within is a force of jailers, heavily 
armed. 

Morrison was captured in the woods sev- 
en miles out from this city this morning 
by Sheriff Stagg and three constables, 
who surprised him while asleep beneath a 
tree. When he was brought to Stratford 
a large crowd gathered and threats: of 
lynching were freely made by citizens, and 
it was deemed advisable to place him in 
jail and double the guard both within and 
without. 

Mrs. Roberts was forbidden by her phy- 
sician to leave her bed, but on hearing of 
the capture of ‘Morrison she insisted upon 
seeing him. When brought to the cell door 
she exclaimed: 

“That's the man. That's him! 
God, 


loan me a revolver?” 


Oh, my 
if I were only a man. Will some ono 

Morrison shrunk away from the gaze of 
his victim and begged the officers to take 
her away. 

Meantime the crowd outside the jail was 
howling for vengeance’ and far into the 
night they kept up the shouting for swift 
punishment, tthe mob being augmented 
hourly by arrivals of indignant farmers 
from neighboring towns. 


Up to 10 o'clock no attack upon the jail 


had been reported. 


NEGRO MOB LYNCHES A NEGRO. 


Mississippi Outlaw Hanged by His 
Cwn Race for Brutal Crime. 
Sardis, Miss., June 11.—Simon Brooks, 
colored, was lynched by a mob of 500 ne- 


groes near here, having been taken from 


the jail some time between midnight and 
dawn. 

The crime which was thus avenged was 
one of the most atrocious in the eriminal 
annals of this state. Last night a negress 
named Armistead, while returning from a 
shopping tour to her home, was assaulted 
by Brooks and another negro. The woman 
was outraged, her throat was cut and she 
was severely beaten about the head and 
her jaws were tightly tiled to prevent 
breathing. Her body was then concealed 
in rubbish. The woman rallied sufficiently 
to give the alarm and the names of her 
assailants. Part of the goods taken from 
the woman was later found in a trunk 
belonging to Brooks. 

The mob, which was composed entirely 
of negroes, did its work very quietly. The 
white people knew nothing of the affair 
until hours after it occurred.

NEGROES THREATEN TO LYNCH. 


Tragedy at Dayton, n, Tenn., Where 
There Is Great Dicitement. 
Dayton, Tenn., June l.—(Special.)—Sam 
Springs, a well-to-do negro, one of the 
foremen at the furnace of the Dayton Coal 
and Iron Company, boards with his brother 
and went home unexpectedly this morning 
at 10’clock and found another man, named 
Russell Wright, in the family bedroom with 
his brother’s wife. Springs drew his re- 
volver and began shooting at Wright, who 
jumped from the bed and through a win- 
dow. Two shots took effect in Wright's leg 
and one bullet entered the woman's back, 
passed clear through her body, coming out 
at the neck, kiiling her instantly. 
Springs was not arrested. The negroes 
of Dayton held a mass meeting this after- 
noon and condemned Wright in unmeasured 
terms and talked of lynching him. Wright 
went to the sheriff and tried to give him- 
self up, but the sheriff refused to protect 
him and it is believed that Wright will be 
killed hy the enraged negroes ton'ght, 
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CUBANS HANDLE THE 
TRUTH RECKLESSLY 


Islanders Follow the Spaniards in Dis- 
semipating fnformation. 


IT IS HURTFUL TO AMERICANS 


Statements Prepared in Havana Pur- 
porting To Come from Santiago. 


HABEAS CORPUS WILL SOON OBTAIN 


Cab Drivers Are Offered Police Protec- 
tion in Havana, but They 
Refuse To Work. 


Havana, June 11.—Some weeks ago dis- 
patches were published in the local papers 
purporting to come from Santiago de Cuba 
and announcing that the Cubans there had 
absolutely refused to accept the American 
gratuity. These messages were really fab- 
rieated by officers of the Cuban army in 
this city two nights before they appeared, 


in the cafe of the Hotel Iglaterra. The 
consul of a foreign power, who under- 
stands Spanish perfectly, sat at a table 
adjoining the one used by the Cuban offi- 
cers in question and heard every word of 
the original draft and the details of the 


plan for forwarding the matter to Gantiago 
and having it telegraphed from that point 
to Havana, as if sent from a Cuban offi- 
cial. The plan was executed according to 
programme. The consul who overheard 
the plot is a man of undoubted veracity. 
Though at present he objects to a public 
use af his name dnd is not unfriendly to 
the Cubans. he believes that tric¥s like 
these, tending to injure Amrcan influence, 
are unwise and ought to be exposed. 

Senor Federico Mora, fiscal of the su- 
preme court, and former civil governor of 
Havana. says that one of the first duties of 
the court will be to abolish the objection- 
able nractice of Incommunicado and to es- 
tablish the writ of habeas corpus. It is the 
Opinion of most Cubans, judging from their 
conversation with the Americans, that a 
judicial committee should be appointed to 
away with all the objectionable laws of 
the late regime. According to the present 
law, any Spaniard engaging in business in 
the island has commercta: advantages in re- 
spect of taxation and other matters over 
Americans and all other foreigners. This is 
especially the case with large corporations. 

Senor Perfecto la Coste, the mayor, of- 
fered the cab owners police protection ff 
they would supply new drivers to take the 
piaces of those out on the strike. About 
seventy men were engaged, but they did 
not put in an appearance this morning for 
work and consequently the situation today 
was practically unchanged. Presumably 
the new men feared the regular drivers. 

Domingo Rossi, chief of detectives in Ma- 
tanzas province, went last week into the 
province of Puerto Principe, having been 
informed that many arms were stored in 
various parts of the province. After a 
fruitless search among the small towns and 
isolated houses, he found yesterday 5,000 
cartridges and 400 cifles, principally Mau- 
sers, concealed under the ruins of a desert- 
ed farmhouse near the trocha, in the vi- 
cinity of Placetas. The arms evidently be. 
longed to Spanish volunteers, who have 
sold many large quantities. 

George Carter. of Brooklyn. N. Y., who 
came here to act as secretary for Major 
General Ludlow, and who was confined in 
the hospital six weeks suffering from men- 
tal trouble, has left for the United States 
on the steamer Seguranca, in charge of hos- 
pital attendants. 

General Rossier is ill at Bahia Honda, 
and Major General Lee has sent a tug with 
a physician to bring him to Havana. 

The temperature in Havana at 8 o'clock 
today was 89 degrees fahrenheit. 
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OLYMPIA REACHES SINGAPORE. 


Admiral Dewey’s Health Continues To 
Show Improvement. 

Singapore, June 11.—The United States 
crulser Olympia, with Admiral Dewey on 
board, arrived here today from Hong Kong. 
Admiral Dewey's health continues to im- 
prove. The Olympia will probably leave 
Singapore on June 16th.

Men on the Brooklyn Will Celebrate 
Anniversary of Battle. 

New York, June 11.—The men attached to 
the armored cruiser Brooklyn, now moored 
at the Brooklyn navy yard, today decided 
to celebrate July 3d, the anniversary of 
the battle of Santiago, when Cervera’s fleet 
was destroyed. They propose to call it 
“Schley Day.” 

Special invitations will be sent to Admiral 
and Mrs. Schley, Captain Cook, who com- 
manded the Brooklyn during the battle of 
Santiago; Commodore Phillip, commandant 
of the navy yard, and Admiral Sampson, 
as commander-in-chief of the north At- 
lantic squadron. 


SUBMARINE CABLE SURVEY. 


Steamer Reaches New York and a Re- 
port Is Now Ready. 

New York, June 11.—The survey for the 
submarine cable, which will connect Ger- 
many with the United States by way of the 
Azores, was practically completed today, 
when the cable laying steamship Brittannia 
came into port. Tomorrow a full report of 
the sounding made across the Atlantic will 
be made to the officers of the Commercial 
Cable Company, who have charge of lay- 
ing the new line. 

The proposed submarine caile, permis- 
sion for which was granted by President 
McKinley to the German-Atlantic Tele- 
graph Company, will start at Emden, Ger- 
many, touch at Punta del Gada, Azores, and 
the final landing place of the American end 
will probably be at Coney Island. The 
line when completed will cost nearly $5,000,-

The longest stretch of the cable, between 


the Azores and New York city, will meas- : 
ure 2979 miles.

PRISONERS ARE WEALTHY. 


MEN WHO LYNCHED HUMPHREYS 
BOYS ARE IN JAIL. 


Governor Causes Attorney General To 
Make a Thorough Inves- 
tigation. 


Austin, Tex., June 11.—Governor Sayers 
today made public the report of the assist- 
ont attorney general, Morris, who went to 
Athens, Henderson county, Texas, recently 
at the governor’s instance, to investigate 
the lynching of the Humphreys brothers at 


that place. 

The report reviews the entire situation at- 
tendant upon the lynching, and reports that 
the united efforts of this state and county 
officials have resulted in the apprehension 
of twelve persons charged with being in 
the mob, and that the apprehension of all 
those believed to be guilty will follow. In 
his report, Attorney General Morris said: 

“Some of the people who are arrested for 
this crime are in splendid financial circum- 
stances, and I am informed that some 
wealthy people near by are offering all the 
assistance that they need. Of course there 
can be no excuse for mob violence, and 
there was none in this case. There was not 
even a reasonable excuse. The two Hum- 
phrey boys had been charged with stealing 
hogs from Hoe Wilkerson, one of the men 
now in jail, but the county attorney, the 
sheriff, as well as members of the grand 
jury who found the bill, stated to me that 
the testimony was very meager, and that 
the Humphreys could not have been con- 
victed., 


READY TO LEAVE TRANSVAAL. 


President Kruger Wants the Dyna- 
mite Monopoly Abolished. 

Bloemfontein, Orange Free State, June 11. 
—It is asserted in official circles here that 
President Kruger will propose to the Trans- 
vall raad the abolition of the dynamite mo- 
nopoly. 

While the Orange Free State is using its 
influence at Pretoria to obtain reforms for 
the Uitlanders in the Transvaal, the rail- 
way company has sent all its available 
rolling stock to Johannesburg to be in read- 
ines for a possible exodus of the popula- 
tion. 


MAY BE SOMETHING IN THE TALK 


Poss:bility of United States Acting as 
Mediator in the East. 

Berlin, June 11.—The London correspon- 
dent of The Frankfuter Zeitung says: 

“The idea of having the United States 
mediate between Great Britain and the 
South African republic is being favorably 
discussed in all qu’@tness in important com- 
mercial circles here. It is pointed out that, 
at present, no power stands so close to 
Great Britain as the United States, while at 
the same time the fact that the republican 
form of government prevails in the United 
States would make Washington's mediation 
especially acceptable to the Boers, 

‘Tt is also thought that the prominent 
social and political position occupied by the 
descendants of the old Knickerbocker 
Dutch in the east of the union would be 
regarded by the Boers as a factor recom- 
mending to them the friendly intervention 
of the United States as an arbiter.”’ 


ARBITRATION NOT IN DANGER. 


Germany May Hesitate, but Will Not 
Refuse Finally. 

The Hague, June 11.—An authoritative 
contradiction is given to the report that 
there is grave danger of the arbitration 
scheme failing. 

It is pointed out that, although Germany 
may hesitate to recognize the principle, she 
has not yet raised any actual. objection 
during the discussion, 


Arbitration Is Probable. 


London, June 12.—The correspondent of 
The Times at The Hague says: 

“There is no sufficient reason, as far as 
I can ascertain, to anticipate the failure of 
the arbitration scheme. Germany’s objec- 
tions may possibly have been intimated to 
certain members of the conference, but 
even in that case it would be premature to 
take a pessimistic view. If difficulties have 
arisen they may yet be smoothed over. 
Even so formidable a power as Germany 
may well pause before assuming the terri- 
ble responsibility of bringing about the 
failure of the conference.” 


TIN REFLECTOR BLOWN TO ATOMS 


Oue Boy Was Killed and One Fatally 
Injured by Explosion. 

Bristol, R. I., June 11.—A revised list of 
the casualties resulting from the explosion 
of the flashlight apparatus at the launching 
of the Columbia last night, shows that one 
boy was killed, one boy possibly fatally in- 
jured and six others severely injured. 

From an examination this afternoon it 
was found that a large three side tin reflee- 
tor used by the photographers was blown 
to atoms by the explosion. Pieces of tin 
have been taken from many of the wounds 
of the injured. 

The Columbia was turned arpund this 
morning with her stern toward the shop 
and all her flags flying. A large crowd 
gathered about the wharf during the day io 
get a glimpse of the new craft, but only a 
few intimate friends of the owner were al- 
lewed on board. No work was done on the 
Columbia today, but the work of rigging 
her will commence tomorrow, 


INDIANS STARVING TO DEATH. 


Scurvy Prevalent Among Miners in 
the New Gold Fields. 
Victoria, B. C., June 11.—Miners who have 
just reached here from the headwaters of 
the Stewart river tell of a number of deaths 
from starvation among the Indians. They 
sacrificed an Indian girl to appease the 
Great Spirit and troops have gone from 

Selkirk barracks to arrest them. 

Scurvy is prevalent among the miners on 
the Stewart and Zelwyn rivers and three 
deaths have resulted. 

Rich gold deposits have been found upon 
the upper Stewart.

THEY FOUGHT DETERMINEDLY 


Monitor and Gunboat Shell the Two 
Towns All Day Long, 


SHARPSHOOTERS ARE IN EVIDENCE 


The United States Troops Advance 
Through Marshes and Over Hills, 
While the Rebels Are Con- 
stantly Firing Away 
at Them. 


Manila, June 11.—The Filipino occupation 
of the province of Cavite has been broken, 
and as the result of the present movement 
the Americans now control the important 
coast towns of Paranaque and Las Pinas, 
while a long line of insurgent trenches 
facing our south line has been cleared. 

The insurgents have again proved their 
facility as dodgers, between 3,000 and 4,000 
warriors who seemed destined to be cap- 
tured having disappeared, the majority 
sliding away under cover of night, after 
fighting the Americans all day. Some oth- 
ers came to meet our troops with protesta- 
tions of friendship, 

The Thirteenth infantry lost one 
man killed and six wounded; the 
Ninth infantry one man killed and 
five wounded; the Fourteenth infantry 
three wounded, and the First Colorado 


' volunteer regiment eleven wounded. 


Yesterday’s work was the heaviest and 
hardest our army has seen. 

The battlefield stretched across, the entire 
isthmus from Laguna de Bay to the har- 
bor. While the troops were advancing, the 
army gunboat Napidan, in the river near 
Taguig, shelled the enemy, killing several 
of them. The monitor Monadnock and the 
gunboat Helena shelle@ Paranaque and Las 
Pinas all day with the full power of their 
batteries. 

The rebel sharpshooters kept in hiding 
until the American lines had passed, and 
then attempted to pot stragglers from the 
trees. Thanks to their poor marksmanship, 
this was without result. 

The whole country proved to be a succes- 


) sion of small hills, with boggy ground be- 


tween the high, thick grass and rushes in 
the hollows, which greatly adde@ to the 
difficulty of the advance, but gave shelter 
that saved many from the enemy’s bullets. 

Our men threw away their blankets, 
coats and even haversacks, stripping 
to the waist and trusting to luck for 
food. Water could not be obtained 
and there was much discomfort after 
the canteens were emptied. 

At the outset the Colorados, the Ninth 
infantry and the Twenty-first infantry 
forced the line of insurgent trenches, wheel- 
ed to the left and drove the enemy toward 


the lake. During this maneuver, the Fili- 
pinos in concealed trenches ogthe right 
opened an enfilading fire, but t brigade, 


partly owing to the high grass, had few hit. 

The Ninth infantry crept around to the 
right, flanking the trenches, driving out the 
Filipinos and killing many of them. 

The Colorado regiment advanced to 
the lake. Two companies encounter- 
ed trenches on top of a Knoll, where 
the Filipinos stood waist high above 
a trench, pouring a volley upon the 
advancing Americans. 

The Colorado troops charged and drove 
them out, Lieutenant Colonel Moss being 
wounded in the arm as he jumped into the 
trench. In the meantime General Wheaton’'s 
column advanced one and a half miles 
toward Paranaque, where the Americans 
found a strong trench on a ridge, out of 


which they drove the Filipinos by hard’ 


fighting. 

The enemy tried to flank the dismounted 
troops of the Fourth cavalry, accompanying 
Major General Lawton, and at the same 
time they made their only advance, throw- 
ing a skirmish line to flank the Fourteenth 
infantry. But they were easily repulsed, 
the American artillery coming to the creat 
of the hill and shelling them. 

About 3 o’clock in the afternoon 
Generali Wheaton’s brigade, headed by 
General Lawton, who in his white 
clothing and helmet, on a big black 
horse, was a shining mark for the 
enemy’s sharpshooters, went to the 
south of Las Pinas, encountering a 
large fcrce of Filipinos in the shelter 
of the trees. 

General Lawton had a narrow escape. In 
the first volley of the enemy the horses of 
his staff officers were shot from under them. 
The Colorado regiment bore the brunt of 
this attack and dispersed the Filipinos. 

Hardly had they finished driving the Fili- 
pinos off when a large force appeared, 
which the Ninth infantry and a part of the 
Colorado regiment drove away. By .this 
time nearly the whole division was around 
Las Pinas. 

The Americans camped for the night 
south of the town, and in the midst of a 
heavy rain. 

At 6 o'clock this morning General 
Wheaton advanced upon Las Pinas with a 
troop of cavalry, the Twenty-first infantry, 
the Colorado regiment, part of the Ninth 
infantry and two mountain guns, crossing 
two streams and entering the town without 
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matter, many men remained in the town. |

His clothes were nearly 
torn off his back and his revolver and 
Purse were stolen. These, however, were 
isolated incidents. 

Just before midnight another demonstra- 
tion took place outside the office of Libre 
Parole. In the scuffies with tthe police 
several persons were injured. 

Inquiry at the prefecture of police at a 
late hour elicited the information that 
about thirty arrests were made during 
the day and ten policemen were more or 
less sewiously injured. 

Yesterday was an anxious day for M. 
Loubet and M. Dupuy, but, except for a 
few frothy demonstrations outside of one 
or two newspaper offices during the evening, 
everything passed off satisfactory, and now, 
at 1 o’clock a. m., the boulevards, which 
were very animated before midnight, are 
beginning to empty, and Paris is going to 
bed with an easy mind.

Public School Board To Meet. 

The board of trustees of public school 
education of the city of Macon and ccfinty 
of Bibb will meet tomorrow night in what 
promises to be one of the most important 
sessions in the history of the board. The 
board will make the appropriations for the 
coming school year and their action is 
awaited with much public interest. The 
county commisstoners have appropriated 
$5,000 less for the schools the ensuing year 
the yvear just 


than was appropriated for 
closed, and there tis a falling off in the 
school fund from other sources. In order 


to meet the discrepancy the board will have 
to practice rigid economy and cut expenses 
in some quarters. Public sentiment is 
against a reduction in the salaries of the 
teachers. As already stated in The Con- 
stitution, it is said the board may abolish 
the office of superintendfent of co.tity 
schools, a position now held by Professor 
Kilpatrick, formerly principal of the Wal- 
den school, and his duties will be placed 
upon Professor D. Q. Abbott, the general 
superintendent of the entire system of city 
and county schools.

meet, but it is best not to try and anticipate 
the action of the trustees.

CONTEST OVER A COUNTY LINE. 


Cheriton and Wayne Counties Dispute 
About Boundary. 

Waycross, Ga., June 11.—(Special.)—An In- 
teresting legal fight is on between the 
counties of Chariton and Wayne as to 
the location of the line between the two 
counties. For years past about seventy 
lots of land containing a total of about 
35,000 acres were returned for taxes and 
taxes collected thereon by Wayne county, 
but it appears that there is some doubt 
as to whether the land rightfully belongs 
to Wayne county or Chariton.

COMMENCEMENT 


Bishop Hendrix Preached the 
Sermon Yesterday, 


WAS IMPRESSIVE SERVICE 


Programme of Music Was Fine and 
Excellently Rendered, 


TODAY A BIG DAY WITH THE STUDENTS 


Societies Will Give Banquets—Annual 
Meeting of Alumni—Sophomore 
Declamation This Morning. 
Champion Debate To- 
morrow Night. 


Emory College, Oxford, Ga., June 11—(Spe- 
cial.)\—Although a gentle shower fell stead- 
ily during the morning, when the hour of 
service came probably the largest audience 
ever seen here on a commencement Sunday 
assembled in the college chapel. The mag- 
nificent auditorium was filled to its utmost 
capacity with an assembly of brainy ana 
distinguished visitors, and everything blend- 
ed harmoniously with every other to match 
the grandeur of the occasion.. Despite the 
threatening weather, the fair commence- 
ment visitors ventured ouf, and were pres- 
ent in large numbers; and those who went 
to hear the commencement sermon were 
amply repaid for their risk, for the effort 
of Bishop Hendrix has scarce been equaled 
here, even in this fountain source of Geor- 
gia Methodism. Throughout his entire dis- 
course he had the rapt attention of his hear- 
ers, who listened intently and never wan- 
dered from his train of thought. Scarce had 
he spoken the first word when the attentioa 
of the entire audience was centered upon 
him, and by the power of his language he 
led them whithersoever he willed, at times 
reaching unto the’ sublimest heights of 
poetic conception. His discourse was rich 
in its thought, profound in its philosophy, 
strong and vigorous, though ,yrrand tin its 
expression and perfect and far-reaching in 
its application. It was different from the 
ordinary commencement sermon, in that it 
did not deal with the common econom:c ac- 
ceptation of the term education, but ascend- 
ed into those higher regions of thought and 
dealt of the relation between God and man. 


and a half, but his magnificent sermon was 
listened to with the greatest admiration. He 
is not only a great preacher, but a hand- 
some man, of striking personality and a 
magnificent orator. 

Bishop Hendrix read for his text the last 
portion of John, v, 17: “My father worketh 
hitherto, and I work.”’” He made the propo- 
sition that labor is the law of progress, and 
that Christian nations are the most pro- 
gressive. They are those who furnish the 
world’s brains, shape the world’s thought, 
and mode! the world’s history. Christianity 
brings with it uplifting, training, educa- 
tional forces which we find in the history 
of no heathen nation. What heathen na- 
tions have done anything worthy of men- 
tion to speed the world’s progress, to purify 
its atmosphere, or send it faster to the 
realization of its God-given destiny? What 
has China ever done, or, for that matter, 
any of the heathen nations? Christianity 
means work for the Christian, and it is the 
badge of worth and honor. “I believe in 
consecration: but what is consecration? 
Consecration is filling the hands. The 
greater laborer is the greater worshéper. 
The mightiest worker in all the universe is 
God. Have we not heard Him spoken of hs 
the shepherd, and the husbandman, an@ 
did He not become famous as a carpenter? 
Did He not endure and labor to bless the 
sinful, heal the sick, restore the blind, and 
make the deaf hear? He was everything 


—a master mathematician, astronomer, 
chemist, architect, builder, philosopher, 


phycist, in everything towering infinitely 
above those of our or any other age. His 
works were stupendous and gigantic, yet 
perfect and minute. He made th@ moun- 
tains and the seas, the caves and the hills, 
the heavens and the clouds. He is the 
builder of the eternal city of God. Were he 
to cease work, this old world would die in 
darkness and despair. He is and was al- 
ways at work, and that has been the his- 
tory of our race. Labor and toil have been 
the synonyms of our life. The God of cre- 
ation and the first son of humanity thought 
it no disgrace to work. 

“The world’s progress is along the lines 
of man's co-operation with God, During the 
eighteen centuries preceding our own, only 
seven great discoveries were made, while 
during the last one hundred years alone 
thirteen have come to light. This does not 
indicate God's total abandonment of His 
people, but He was holding the power from 
them until they were best able to use it; 
and even now in the unenlightened places 
of thé globe where plague and pestilence 
blight and blast human life the light of God 
has not yet begun to break. Scientific 
search has revealed the fact that the 
anarchists of Europe who are transformed 
into ferocious, blood-seeking, wild animals 
are those who are impotent and without 
labor. The unlabored class are the unim- 
portant, the impotent of God's creation. 
Shall we be the unlabored class? God 
needs co-operative and skilled labor, and 
no one can walk together with God unless 
he be of the same spirit.’’ 

Bisiop Hendrix enlarged upon _ the 
thoughts here suggested, using some strong 
illustrations, and in a beautiful closa@ urged 
the necessity of a full-rounded life in this 
world, so that in eternity man might place 
upon the brow of his co-laborer the laurels 
of his attainments and crown Him “King 
of Kings.’’

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The Case of Dr. Brunner, 


The case of Dr. Brunner and the peo- 
ple of Savannah is one well worthy the 
attention of the people at large, because 
while it is of local moment it illustrates 
@ general principle. 

Dr. Brunner is now the health officer 
of the harbor of Havana, but his for- 
mer connection with the health depart- 
ment of the city of Savannah is well re- 
membered. During the visitation of 
terrible yellow fever epidemics, Dr. 
Brunner stood at the helm, and when 
they were over he placed the sanitary 
condition of the Forest City upon a high 
plane. He was one of those men who 
took no part in politics, to whom per- 
sonalism was unknown, and who placed 
his duty high above every other consid- 
eration. In time fear passed away, and 
the local politicians of Savannah sought 
to include the health department within 
the range of political patronage. The 
result was what was to have been ex- 
pected—Dr, Brunner resigned and went 
to Havana, while the politicians rejoiced 
in the new plums which they had to 
distribute to the spoilsmen who could 
**heel’”’ a ward with success. 

Savannah, however. has seen the error 
of her ways, and is anxious to call back 
the veteran from his post in Havana. 
In the negotiations which have followed, 
it seems that Dr. Brunner has held out 
for immunity from the ward heeler, who 
“would hinder his work or bind his hands 
with incompetent placemen. The point 
for which he has fought is that there 
are duties to the public which should 
be placed high above the reach of the 
accidental action of a local election, in 
which manipulation rather than com- 
‘mon gense has played the leading role, 
That his:-terms will be agreed to is cer- 
“tain, and the doctor will once more re- 
sume his duties in Georgia. 

There is hardly a city in the union 
in which vast public interests are not 
jeopardized by the ward politician, and 
the effort to remove them from crazy- 
‘quilt control is evidenced by the estab- 
lishment of boards and commissions, 
removed from immediate change, in 
which conservatism may be the ruling 
factor. When Savannah had to lose a 
man like Dr. Brunner because of politl- 
cal annoyance, she learned a_ lesson 
which, it is to be hoped, will be wide- 
spread in its influence. The public busi- 
mess, like that of individuals, needs to 
be attended to in a spirit of common 
sense and discretion. 
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The Republican Trusts. 

The St. Louis Globe-Democrat, which 
may be described as *‘Hanna’s own,” 
with all that the term implies, refer$ 
proudly to the republican record in op- 
position to trusts. This record, as our 
readers know, is mainly composed of 
wind, for the very men who cause the 
declarations against trusts to be made 
by republican conventions are  finan- 
clally interested in trusts. Mr. Hanna, 
who took so much interest in the re- 
cént nomination in Ohio, is a chief fac- 
tor in one of the largest of the four or 
five hundred trusts that have been 
formed under the auspices of the pres- 
ént republican administration. 

With savage irony, The Globe-Demo- 
erat refers to the second administration 
of Cleveland as a democratic one. Mr. 
Cleveland was and is just ag much a 
democrat as the editor of The Globe- 
Democrat. He was in favor of every 
republican financial scheme, and showed 
hig warm side by appointing as his at- 
torney general a lawyer who was noto- 
riously the legal representative of 
trusts. We are not indulging in any 
criticism of Mr. Cleveland. He has 
had his day, and it is not to be denied 
that he did a great work in opening 
the eyes of the democratic voters of 
the country to the necessity of taking 
their party organization out of the 
hands of eastern men who were demo- 
crats in name, but republicans in sym- 
pathies and associations. Without in- 
tending to do it, Mr. (Cleveland wrought 
a great reform in the democratic party, 
and restored to it a harmony which had 
long been lacking. 

In Ohio the other day, the republican 
convention commended the legislature 
“for passing the stringent law now on 
our statute hooks prohibiting the or- 
ganization of trusts.” denounced such 
combination as “inimical to the interests 

of the people,” and demanded the “rigid 
pnforgement<of «the Jaw.” But: it -4s ; 
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worthy of note that Mr. Monnett, 
the only republican official in Ohio who 
has seriously opposed the trusts, or en- 
deavored to see the law carried out, was 
turned down when he applied to the 
convention to be renominated. Ag at- 
torney general he had made himself too 
conspicuous in. opposition to suit the 
party leaders who are themselves in- 
terested in trusts. 

In fine, Mr. Monnett, the republican 
attorney general, had taken the law 
seriously and had made himself obnox- 
iovg in consequence. He pursued the 
Standard oil trust as if he meant busi- 
ness, and the party leaders concluded 
that the republican joke had been car- 
ried too far. Mr. Monnett lacked the 
necessary humor to make him an ac- 
ceptable republican attorney general, 
and so, when he applied for a renomina- 
tion On the score of zealoug and faith- 
ful services, Mr. Hanna and the rest 
smiled and said no; they did not desire 
to be made uncomfortable by an official 
who has so little discretion as to im- 
agine that their declaration against 
trusts is to be taken seriously. 

Under such circumstances, and with 
the clear understanding that republican 
declarations against trusts are not to be 
followed by measures of opposition cal- 
culated to prevent the managers of 
trusts from contributing to the repirb- 
lican campaign ‘fund, already in Ohio 
the republican leaders fear that Mr. 
Monnett has irritated the Standard oil 
trust. Hence the unanimity with which 
the attorney general was turned down. 

Mr. Hanna has recently put on record 
his opinion of those who oppose trusts 
and combines. Referring to the re- 


cently elected mayor of Toledo, who won 


his victory on an anti-trust platform, 
Mr. Hanna says the result was brought 
about by “the riff-raff and the idle fol- 
lowers,” and by “the liquor dealerg and 
bums, along with the democrats.” The 
mayor of Toledo received in round num- 
bers 17,000 votes, while both his oppo- 
nents together received only 7,391. 

Georgia’s School of Technology. 

The announcement of the commence- 
ment exercises of the Georgia School of 
Technology is one which stands out 
prominently above that of all other ed- 
ucational institutiong in the state, 

This is an age in which the demand is 
for men who can do something with 
their hands. We have had enough of 
literary dreamers, of visionary enthusi- 
asts, of disputants over imaginary cro- 
chets, and we now want men whose 
fingerg can execute what the brain sug- 
gests, and who can go forth into the 
busy world and find something to do. 
The man without ingenuity is weak, in- 
deed, and he must be content to enter 
the battle of life as a mere hewer of 
wood and drawer of water. Yet, upon 
reflection, even this distinction must 
be denied him, for the electric force 
which propels and fashions has dis- 
placed even the laborer who, in times 
past, could gain sustenance through 
muscular exertion. It is no longer the 
powerful man at the lever, but the mere 
infant with its finger upon the button 
that can set in force a power immense 
in its possibilities. 

In this race of life, where the laggard 
will be run over, skill must be developed. 
It matters not whether it is in the 
workshop or in the field, on water or on 
land, it requires henceforth the touch 
of skill to find a place. Technological 
instruction, therefore, is no longer a fad 
or a luxury, but an imperative neces- 
sity, which can neither be ignored nor 
set aside. It was the part of wisdom 
for Georgia to have recognized in time 
this new situatién, and to have made a 
beginning in the work of: preparing for 
it. The work already done is good, but 
it is only a beginning—only a prospec- 
tus, as it were, of what must come. 

Of course, it is not claimed that this 
s¢hool is perfect—no school ever is—but 
it marks the evolution which is to 
bring about a new condition of things. 
The aim is to educate the practical in 
the pupil, and to reach applicability to 
ouf own conditions. Discussions on 
this point are always to be welcomed 
ag indicating a lively interest in the 
subject itself, and will be sure to lead 
to better results in the future. While 
doctrinaires are splitting hairs the peo- 
ple are glad to know that progress is 
being made, and that our technological 
school is leading in the van. 


Anticipating Tree Pests. 

There may be some thoughtless peo- 
ple who will read lightly the warning 
of State Entomologist Scott upon the 
dangers threatening the state from tree 
pests. 

Singularly enough, the first men 
to make light of the warning will 
be those most vitally interested 
In the object sought to be ac- 
complished. With a destructiveness 
never before known in the _ his- 
tory of the world, the American pioneer 
has wielded his ax. Right and left his 
sturdy blows have been delivered, and 
many a noble monument of centuries 
has been ruthlessly felled to earth. 
Then came the demands of commerce 
upon our commercial forests, s0 sweep- 
ing and so swift that that man is to be 
accounted a philanthropist who has 
stood upon the border lines of his pos- 
sessions and has forbidden the ax to 
touch a single tree. The recklessness 
which hag thus removed our forest trees 
has extended to the care of those which 
were domestic, and even in the legisla- 
ture of Georgia a bill was defeated by 
the votes of rural representatives which 
had for its object the safety of fruit 
trees which brought revenue from 
abroad and afforded sustenance at home. 
Give the San Jose scale but two years 
in which to work, and there would not 
be left a sound peach tree within the 
limits of our state. 

From this fact may be estimated the 
importance of the work which our ento- 
mologist has in hand. The legislature, 
tardily, it is true, has wisely enacted 
regulations forbidding the importation 
of young trees until they shall have 
passed a rigid tree quarantine, and at 
the same time giving authority for the 
destruction of infected orchards. How 
much money has already been lost in 
Georgia by tree pests cannot be esti- 
mated, and that millions of dollars’ 
worth of property would be sacrificed 
by «carelessness now is evident. Hence 
all farmers and commercial men should 
join in the rigid enforcement of the law, 
for upon such enforcement depends the 
future of the great fruit interests of our 
state. 

While upon thig subject, we might go 
further and declare that the powers of 
the state entomologist might be en- 
larged with profit. ‘A few years ago a 
tree moth was introduced into Massa- 
chusetts by a scientist of limited knowl- 
edge for experiment. It required but a 
year or two for the people to discover 
that a most dangerous enemy had been 
introduced into their midst and that 
entire forests were infected. The noble 
elm trees of the cities began to wither. 
The legislature hastily appropriated 


funds for the-eradication of the pest, and | 


’ 


already $2,000,000 have been expended, 
with but little improvement. This ex- 
penditure shows the value which the 
people of Massachusetts placed upon 
their trees when brought face to face 
with their loss, and this value our own 
people will be forced to place upon 
them when, too late, they awake to the 
fact of danger. 

Save the trees! The work of saving 
the fruit trees is not one whit more 
important than that of saving all trees 
from natural enemies. A plague which 
affects vegetation of any kind should 
be prevented, and if found present, 
should be stamped out ag rigorously as 
if it affected human life. 


What Constitutes Distinction. 

As to what it takes to constitute dis- 
tinction is largely a matter of taste, 
and the differences of opinion in regard 
thereto are as varied as they are ridicu- 
lous. 

This idea igs suggested by- a simpie 
announcement in recent Huropean tele- 
grams to the effect that the*emperor 
of Germany, at a certain outdoor func- 
tion, “sat awhile with Prince Linar.” 
The momentous consequences of this 
act were too great for immediate com- 
prehension. The sleepy Germans raised 
their eyes from their beer and cried 
“Hoch,” and his majesty looked benign- 
ly upon the young man beside him. Had 
the kaiser, who is at the same time 
the war lord of his military forces as 
well ag the chaplain of his navy, stood 
up while the young man sat, or had the 
young man stood up while the kaiser 
took his place, the press of Germany 
might have had material for mystical 
editorial] writing. But this case was 
unusual. Hig majesty simply asked the 
young man to gather up hig coattails, 
and make room on the bench for two, 
and then emperor and prince looked as 
comfortable as the couple in the popular 
picture represented as seated on a log, 
while their cooing wags revealed by the 
stealthy moon peeping through a cloud. 

While reading further on this thrilling 
news item goes on to say that the 
prince, whose name had never found 
newspaper publication before, was the 
son of an American heiress, who had 
carried her millions to Europe for a 
title, and who took the occasion to show 
the world that at last she had got her 
money's worth. It was a Jong trip from 
some American railroad cut in which the 
old man secured his start until the 
daughter purchased a foreign husband, 
until the young hopeful born of the 
union could culminate the climax, but 
it was reached at last when the emperor 
accidentally sat with him because there 
Was no other more convenient seat to 
find. Straightway the American moth- 
er, who had not lost all her father’s cun- 
ning, sought out the newspaper man, 
and drew attention to the great dis- 
tinction which had come to her because 
of her wise investment of her fortune. 

The quality of greatness is not so 
Important ag the fact of the notoriety 
which it gives. The young prince mav 
wear a monocle and carry a cane, but 
since his majesty has sat with him he 
will be regarded as worth hig mother’s 
fondest hopes. | 


Help for the Aged and Infirm. 

An aged gentlewoman, a widow and 
an invalid, was told recently, when she 
applied for shelter in the homes estab- 
lished by a church of which she had 
been a member for forty-five years, that 
she could be accommodated by paying 
down $300. This happened in the city 
of New York, and there seems to be no 
place where the aged lady can find a 
shelter save at the almshouse at Black- 
well’s island. 

The matron of one of the homes—an 
Episcopal institution; the unfortunate 
woman is a member of the Episcopal 
churech—gave a newspaper reporter this 
information: “This place is for re- 
duced gentlewomen—for women who 
have never had to occupy menial posi- 
tions to obtain a living.” This being 
so, what is to become of the women 
who, having had to earn a living, are 
finally compelled to appeal to Christian 
charity and benevolence? 

We have mentioned this incident not 
only because it shows how hollow and 
pretentious organized charity can be, 
but because it gives ug an opportunily 
to commend once more the noble work 
to which a number of Atlanta ladies 
have devoted themselves in the effort to 
provide a sheltering home for aged wo- 
men. 

Our readers will remember the case 
of the old woman, who, after support- 
ing herself with her needle until her 
dim eyes could no longer see the needle 
nor her numb fingers feel it, fell back 
upon her bed and died alone, forlogn 
and unattended. As the result of os 
old woman’s misfortune a number Of 
Atlanta Jadies joined hands for the pur- 
pose of providing a home for old wo- 
men, where they may find a friendly 
shelter, together with such comforts as 
may be necessary. 

The result of their efforts is the Wo- 
man’s Co-operative home, and it is to 
be hoped that our benevolently disposed 
citizens will not allow this worthy 
charity to languish for want of material 
support. The ladies concerned in the 
matter have not asked us to make an 
appeal {in behalf of their work; it has 
been suggested to us by the experience 
of the aged lady in New York.

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MEXICO’S GOLD PRODUCTION. 


Aztec Country Expected To Give Up 
$30,000,000 Annually. 

City of Mexico, Mexico, June 11.—Presi- 
dent Robinson, of the Mexico Continental 
railway, has estimated that Mexico will 
probably produce $19,000,000 worth of gold 
this year and predicts that when the richer 
mines are reached by railways Mexico's 
gold production will rise to $25,000,000 or $30,- 
000.000 annually.

ODDS AND ENDS. 
Postal Cards Invented in 1869. 


Comparatively few people are aware of 
the fact that postal cards have been in 
existence barely more than thirty years. 
Yet such js actually the case. At the pres- 
ent time Vienna is engaged in celebrating 
the thirtieth anniversary of the invention 
of postal cards, Dr. Herrman, one of the 
professors of the Polytechnic school in Vi- 
enna, enjoys the distinction of having in- 
vented them. Postal cards were not adopt- 
ed by the United States until 1873, after al- 
most all the European governments had 
taken them up. It is estimated that 20,000, - 
000 postal cards are now transmitted every 
day through the mails of the world, In 
1897 the United States used postal cards to 
the number of 503,608,250? and the govern- 
ment paid for the manufacture of postal 
cards $160,000. Perhaps no invention in 
history has come into such general use in 
so short a time. 


Ohio Natural Gas Wells. 


Ten years ago the daily capacity of the 
natural gas wells in the Findlay, O., flelds 
was 200,000,000 feet. Now it is down to 
some few million feet. This year will mark 
the passing of.natural gas as a fuel in all 
of northwestern Ohio. The big pipe lines 
which carried gas to Toledo, Tiffin, San- 
dusky, Norwalk and many smaller plac2s 
are fast betng abandoned and the pipes 
taken up. The pump stations of the North- 
western Natural Gas Company are shut 
down, as are those of the city of Toledo, 
which cost the municipality $1,500,000. The 
gas would have lasted many years longer 
if it had not been wasted. The famous 
Karg well, probably the greatest gas pro- 
ducer\ever opened up, was allowed to burn 
unconfined for months at a time, millions 
of feet going to waste daily.. All through 
the natural gas belt, in the early days of 
the craze, the streets. were lit by great 
torches, the flames from which sometimes 
flared up thirty feet into the air. 


How To Cure Lockjaw. 

Lockjaw, when caused by severe wounds, 
was formerly considered incurable,. but re- 
cent disclosures have come to light whica 
show that such is not true. Two cases are 
reported in which cures were wrought by 
perspiration. The first was that of a young 
man of twenty-two, who had the misfor- 
tune of having his hand caught in the gear- 
ing of a thrashing machine, part of the 
skin was carried off, but in the course of 
a fortnight everything seemed progressing 
toward a speedy cure, when one morning 
the patient awoke with a strange rigidity 
in his jaws, violent pain all over the ster- 
num, intermittent difficulty of breathing 
and convulsive starts in the lower limbs. 
A doctor being called in, he immediately 
proceeded tu throw the patient intu a vio- 
lent perspiration. For this purpose he had 
hoops put under the bedclothes in order to 
prevent their centact with the body and 
then got four deep pots filled with quick- 
lime, which he slightly moistened with 
water. 

To prevent the skin from being scorche4 
each pot was wrapped in linen and then 
placed on each side of the patient, orders 
being given to the family to moisten the 
cuicklime from ‘tlme to time and to change 
it when exhausted. The heat engendered 
was so intense that on the first day the 
bedclothes caught fire, which, however, was 
speedily extinguished. As for the perspira- 
tion, it was so immoderate as to pass all 
belief. On the fifth day all tetanic symp- 
toms had disappeared, except a little stiif- 
ness in the jaws; the patient was in a 
state of complete prostration, which was, 
however, removed by good nourishment, 
and a few days after all traces of the dan- 
gerous affection had disappeared 

The second case was that of a day la- 
borer, who, when the doctor came, appeared 
in a dying state. He at first denied hav- 
ing had any wound, but upon examination 
an injury caused by a hobnalil was discoy- 
ered on one of his great toes, 


Anecdotes of Mile. Bonheur. 

Mme. Isbert, the well-known miniature 
painter of Paris, once visited Rosa Bon- 
heur at her home in that city, and after 
conversing with\her for some time brought 
out an album tn which she thought that 
she would be interested. In it nearly all 
the great names in the literary and artistic 
world of France for the last fifty or sixty 
years were inscribed. Rosa Bonheur put 
on her spectacles, and drawing her chair 
up to the table, spread out the album be- 
fore her. Immediately she became intense- 
ly interested in its contents. There were 
pen and ink sketches, water colors, a few 
measures of music, poery and philosophical 
and witty sayings, signed by such men as 
Meissonier, Corot, Milllais, Sainte Beuve, 
Balzac, Victor Hugo, Dumas, Gounod, Mas- 
senet, etc. Looking up from the first page 
the artist abruptly said: 

“And now I suppose Jou wish Rosa Bon- 
heur’s name here; that is why you bring 
it." With a most comical expression on 
her bright Httle face she peered over her 
spectacles at Mme. Isbert, who, much con- 
fused, stammered meekly that she would 
be greatly honored to receive such notice. 
The artist declared that sbe wauld be 
charmed to be In such good company and, 
in her usual businesslike way, took the 
measure of the page, promising to draw 
something and send it in a short time. 

Some few years ago Mile. Bonheur want- 


ed to paint a picture of the wild Amert- 


can pony of the plains. She owned Bre- 
ton, Arab, Norman and Percheron horses, 
but had no antmal in her stables to serve 
as a model for this néw ptcture. “Buffalo 
Bill,” hearing of the artist's desire, gave 
her two typical broncos, and, using them 
as studies, she produced an admirable pic- 
tyre, pronounced by critics at the time to 
be equal to the best of her previous work. 
Not long afterwards, in recognition of 
Colonel Cody's kindness, Mlle. Bonheur 
painted and gave to him a portrait of him- 
self on horseback. 

This description of her appearance and 
manner was given by a newspaper writer 
who paid her a visit some time ago: 

“A funny looking man came toward me, 
knitting his brows. He wore an enormous 
Straw hat. Under it was a soft, beardless 
face, browned by the sun and lighted py 
chestnut-colored eyes; a small nose exag- 
gerated the size of the large mouth, with 
rows of superb teeth, and there was a 
breezy flow of long hair. 

““Who are you? Where d ou 

from and what do you min Blige. 
sharply, stopping and thrusting his smal] 
hands in the pockets of gray, ribbed trous- 
ers.

Bonheur had no patience when she 
was at the head of an art school with at- 
tempts on the part of her girl students to 
imitate her peculiarities of dress. With 
her these oddities had ‘come about naturally 
and for sufficient reasons; with them it was 
affection, which she would not tolerate.

Victim of the Highwaymen Lay an 
Hour Unconscious on Roadside, 
He Was Beaten with Rocks 
and Choked Into In- 
sensibility,

Far gown the road behind him, John RB. 
Roberts, as he trudged homeward at half- 
past 8 o'clock Saturday night, near Deca- 
tur, heard a shrill whistle. A few seconds 
later he heard an answering whistle ahead 
of him. afterwards he was; 
lying bleeding and insenstble on the side 
of the road, while two highwaymen ‘obbed 
him of $175. For one hour he lay where 
the robbers had left him for dead, for it 
had evidently been their intention to make

murder a part of their work. 

Roberts is a well-to-do cattle dealer and 
lives on the Covington road a mile and a 
haif east of Decatur. 

Saturday morning he visited Atlanta and 
gold several head of cattle. Later in the 
evening his business called him to the 
Morris wagon on Decatur street, 
where much cattle trading is done, In 
leaving the yard he walked through a sa- 
Joon, which made a near cut to the street. 
As he did so the saloon keeper askeg him 
if he could change a five-dollar bill. Rob- 
erts stopped and took a lot of loose silver 
from his pocket. Not finding enough silver

roll of bills to get a one-dollar bill. 

There were a number of negroes in the 
saloon at the time, and two of them vyatch- 
ed the money changing with more than or- 
dinary scrutiny. Whether the negroes 
knew Roberts, or learned who he was by 
hasty inquiries, is not known. 

Roberts boarded the trolley car for De- 
catur at the corner of Butler and Decatur 
streets, Four or five negroes got on the 
car at the same time, and among them 
were the two who had paid close attention 
to the change of the five-dollar bill in the 
saloon. Roberts paiq no attention to the 
hegroes embarking with him, for it was a 
common occurfénce for™ crowds of negroes 
to board the cars Saturday night. He had 
nod idea he was being followed, and not un- 
til he recovered consciousness and had re- 
viewed all that took place prior to the 
robbery did it occur to him how his foot- 
steps had been dogged by the highway- 
men. 

Fcotpads Dog His Footsteps. 

Roberts was accompanied by Tom Ander- 
son, a friend, who left him before the car 
Teacheq Decatur. 

Arriving at- Decatur, Roberts went to a 
store for about five minutes to make a few 
mall purchases. 

One of the robbers went down the Coving- 
ton road a piece to keep ahead of the vic- 
tim, while the other hung around the store. 

Roberts left the store and started upon 
his walk of a mile and a half. The way 
Was dark and lonely, but he had gone over 
it many times at night before and had no 
fears. In his pockets was $175 in bills. 

He walked along the railroad until where 
the Covington road crosses the tracks and 
then turned to the right. When half a mile 
from his home he heard a loud, shrill whis- 
te behind him. It was given by the robber 
Who remained behind to shadow him, and it 
Was a signal to the othér robber to look 
Out as the victim was coming. The answer 
fame by another shrill whistle in front, 
and it was a whistle that the man was 
lying in wait and ready for his work. 

The Attack Is Made. 

At a dark spot in the roadway there is a 
Wire fence with an oak tree at the corner. 
‘Under this tree the robber who had gone 
ahead waited for Roberts to approach, 
Just as the cattle dealer passed the tree 
he felt a blow on his face from a heavy 
Tock, 

He staggered and fell, and as he did 
80 the highwayman struck him again with 
the rock and then choked him until he was 
insensible, 

By this time the other highwayman had 
TUR up, and while his pal kept his fingers 
Closed upon the victim's throat, he rifled 
the pockets, securing all of the $175. 

- Through the darkness the robbers has- 
tened away toward the city, leaving the 

Cattle dealer unconscious in the road, 

For more than an hour Roberts lay in- 
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sensible, and when he regained conscious- 
ness he dragged himself to his home, where 
medical attention was given him as quickly 
as possible. He was able to sit up yes- 
terday, but he is badly hurt on the face, 
head and throat. 

The robbery has been reported to the 
city detectives ang the sheriff of DeKalb 
county,

He appeared 
fo be getting better last week, and re- 
tired Saturday night, saying he felt much 
improved by the rest he had taken. 

When he did not appear for breakfast 
yesterday morning his father went to his 
room and found him dead. He doubtless 
died while asleep. 

The funeral will take pice at 2 o'clock 
this afternoon from the residence. The 
following young men will act as pallbear- 
ers: Phil Trimble, William Carmichael, 
Orren Mimms, Roy Mimms, John Hutche- 
son and Paul McCarley.

Yellow Fever Is Creating a Panic at 
Vera Cruz, Mexico. 

Vera Cruz, Mexico, June 11.—Yellow fever 
continues to create a panic, as it is unusual- 
ly virulent this year. The mortality the 
past week has been more than © per cent. 
The fever has gone up the line of railway 
to Cordoba, where there have been several 
cases and some deaths, 

The authorities of that city are taking 
measures for thorough disinfection with the 
hope of staying the progress of the disease. 
Public opinion here is growing stronger 
daily with regard to the imperative need of 
the sanitation works and a supply of pure 
water and the flushing of drains which will 
be possible when the new plans are carried 
out. 

The recurrence of yellow fever inflicts 
great loss to the ports and tends to divert 
freight around by the northern frontier.

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THEY MADE THEIR OWN VIRUS. 


General Henry’s Surgeons Did Yeoman 

Se: vice in Stopping Smallpox Plague. 
From The New York Sun. 

One of the most interesting fefttT®s of 
Brigadier General Guy V. Henry’s admin- 
istration as governor general of the Island 
of Porto Rico was the way in which he 
prevented a probable epidemi® of smallpox 
on the island. According to the gtatements 
of ‘the bri@ade surgeon, Major Azel Ames, 
who had command of the corps of surgeons 
who were set to work by General Henry 
to vaccinate the people of the Island, it was 
the alertness of the governor general that 
killed the disease at Ponce, which could 
have been checked only with the utmost 
difficulty thad it spread. The medical offi- 
cers under General Henry carried on what 
was probably the Liggest task of the kind 
that surgeons in the service of the Tinited 
States ever tackled. What they did was 
to put into operation a yaccination farm, 
produce thelr own yaccine, divide up the 
island into five districts, each under a sur- 
geon, establish vaccination stations fn every 
Village and city of any size, and to vacci- 
nate, practically by compulsory methods, 
every Porto Rican they could reach. Up to 
the present time something like 850,000 peo- 
Ple have been vaccinated. 

General Henry's private secretary, Steph- 
en Smith Tuthill, said that General Henry 
Was very much pleased with the work that 
had been done by the yaccine corps. He 
added: 

“The people followed the wishes of Gen- 
eral Henry very well. The vaccination of 
the people was, you know, not compulsory, 
so far as the order which General Henry 
issued read, but in fact it was so. His or- 
der was that people who were not vac- 
cinated could not enter any public convey- 
ance or public place, so that fn effect the 
order was compulsory. At any rate. the 
people took to the idea well and a great 
work was done.” , 

“There had always been more or less 


smallpox in Porto Rico,” said Major Ames, 


who returned last Tuesday, “and with the 
advent of the troops “and the confusion 
which necessarily resulted from this tem- 
porary addition to the population of the 
island there was even more danger to be 
expected from the disease than before. As 
a matter of fact, I might say that an epi- 
demic of smallpox was not at all unlikely. 
General Henry was as alert as ever when 
the danger of such an epidemic was re- 
ported’ to him, and he at once issued an 
order that the entire population should be 
vaccinated. Chief Surgeon John Van R. 
Hoff was much exercised by General Hen- 
ry's order. Colonel Hoff understood the 
necessity for immediate action, but he soon 
appreciated the fact that it would be very 
difficult to get the virus. To yaccinate so 
many people in a short time meant Innum- 
erable difficulties. The quantity of virus 
required for such a work was enormous. 
In addition the yirus had to be pure, effec- 
tive and moderately cheap in price. 

“Colonel Hoff at first estimated that $100,- 
000 would be necessary to carry out the 
work. Aftenwards he reduced his estimate 
to $60,000. Even when the figures were thus 
reduced we found that jt was very har§é to 
get virus which was effective and pure. 
the virus which was sent out from the 
United States as ‘glycerinated virus’ proved 
to be aimost invariably useless, whole in- 
voices from the surgeun general being en- 
tirely worthless when they reached vYrorto 
Rico. The journey seeMed to weaken the 
virus, 

“in view of that condition of affairs, I 
asked Colonel Hoff why it would not be 
best to get out own Virus, since there were 
plenty of cattle to be had on the island. 
He asked me if I thought I could do what 
I suggested, and as | told him [ could, he 
Said go ahead, and he put me in charge of 
the job. I was instructed to adopt any 
feasiple measure by which I could produce 
the desired quantity of virus. It was nec- 
essary, of course, to take two or three 
months in making the mere preparations. 
When we had the desired number of cattle, 
we had to get the initial virus, prepared 
very carefully, in the United States. 

“Our headquarters were established at 
Coamo Springs, where we found just what 
Wwe wanted in the shape of the old Spanish 
barracks, that had been put there neur the 
springs to give the soldiers a healthful 
place to live in. We started in to make 
a regular vaccine farm. Through the aid 
of Senor Simon Moret, one of the prominent 
cattle buyers of the island, Colonel San- 
tiago, who was Sorengess of the volunteers, 
and a number of the alcades, who willing- 
ly Int their aid to the scheme, the cattle 
owhers—peasants and all—were induced to 
lend their cattle for our purposes. As a 
result of this co-operation the government 
didn’t have to pay a cent for cattle, except 
for such as‘ were killed or injured while 
In our hands. We obtained in this way 
about a thousand cattle. We secured an 
average of 500 points to the animal, and 
nearly all were good and effective. Then 
we were ready. There were five stages 
Or divisions of our work, as you mav see 
and by enumerating them you can see ex- 
actly what we had to do. First eame the 
procuring and testing of the cattle: then 
we had to yaccinate them; the third’ stage 
was the taking of the vaccine from the 
animals; the fourth the packing and dis- 
tribution of the points. and the last the 
process of vaccinating the people. 

“We were eminently successful tn our 
work, as on nearly 78 per cent of the peonle 
vaccinated the process worked all right. 
We worked on a scientific plan, and we 
were fortunate in starting as we did and 
when we did, for at Ponce we were on the 
verge of an epidemic of smallpox. But we 
headed off the pest in fine shape,”

HE STABBED HIS 


| Helizhausen Says He Was Assaulted 


WIES BROTHER 


Wm, Mitchell May Die from Wound: 
Made by Lewis Holtzhausen, 


ANIFE ENTERED IS LUNGS 


Holtzhausen Tried To Visit His Wife Whe 
Had Left Him. 


MITCHELL WANTED HIM 1 KEEP AWAY 


First—Mitchell, Who Is a Youth, 
Says He Was Stabbed With- 
out Cause—May Be 
Fatally Wounded. 


Saturday night about 8 o’clock Lewis M. 
Holtzhausen, who works in a cotton fac- 
tory, went to see his wife, from whom be 
is separated, and when her brother, Wil- 
liam ‘Mitchell, objected to the visit, a fight 
ensued which resulted in Holtzhausen 
driving a knife blade into Mitchell’s back, 
inficting a wound which the physicians 
think will produce death. 

Holtzhausen, who was arrested and lock- 
ed up at police barracks, claims that he 
was only passing his wife’s home, and that 
Mitchell first assaulted him with a brick, 
but this statement is not corroborated by 
the witnesses. 

Mitchell says he was trying to keep 
Holtzhausen out of his mother’s yard, and 
that he picked up a brick and struck his 
brother-in-law after he had been stabbed. 

Holtzhausen married Miss Mitchell about 
eight years ago. Last Wednesday she de- 
cided to leave him, saying that she had 
stood his treatment as long as she could. 
She went to live with her mother and 
brother at No. 14 Berean avenue. She had 
told her husband not to come na&r her 
again, as she intended never to live with 
him any more. 

Mitchell and his mdther and sister say 
that on Saturday night Holtzhausen camé 
to their home. Mrs. Mitchell saw him 
coming, and warned him not to try to come 
into her house. He did not heed her warn- 
ing and called for her son, William, a 
youth about sixteen years of age. 

Young Mitchell stepped into his yard 
and called out to Holtzhausen to stop. 

The Wounded Man’s Story. 

“Instead of stopping,’’ says Mitchell, “‘my 
brother-in-law rushed upon me with an 
open knife. I stooped to seize a brick to 
defend myself. Holtzhausen drove his knife 
into my back when I was stooping, and 
when I raised up he stabbed me again in 
the arm. I threw the brick at him and 
struck him on the head. This made him 
let me alone, and if I had not struck him 
with the brick he would have cut me to 
death.’’ 

Dr. Pierce was summoned to dress Mitch- 
ell's wounds, and he had to take ten 
stitches in the back and three or four in 
the arm. The wound in the back was pro- 
nounced dangerous and probably fatal, as 
it had penetrated the lung. The patient 
did not sleep at all Saturday night and 
had to be kept under the influence of opi- 
ates yesterday. He could not lie down in 
bed, but had to be propped up on pillows 
to ease his suffering. 

Holtzhausen’s relatives called at the po- 
lice barracks yesteday to see him.

Season’s Largest Iceberg. 
From The Philadelphia Pres. 

If the British tank steamship Duffield, 
Captain Lowe, which arrived here recently, 
in ballast from Shields, had come direct 
from the arctic regions she could not have 
encountered a more terrific passage than 
the one she has just completed. She ran 
into snow and hailstorms and met with 
very thick fogs. One iceberg she passed 
was the largest ever reported adrift in the 
north Atlantic. 

On May 4th, in latitude 42, longitude 50.34, 
there appeared dead ahead on the horizon 
what seemed to be a most peculiarly form- 
ed cloud, but as the vesgel drew nearer 
this object revealed itself in the light of 
an iceberg of tremendous proportions. 
From the time the berg was first sighted 
until it was brought abeam the ship had 
covered the distance of twenty miles, and | 
when this is considered, together with the 
fact that the weather was very hazy, 


the true proportions of the huge ice island | 


may be imagined. 

The sight presented as the ship ap- 
proached this great glacial formation was 
one of grandeur. The seas were breaking 
wildy over it, dashing the spray for miles 
to leeward. In the vicinity of the berg 
the atmosphere was very cold, and from 
the time it was first seen until lost to sight, 
over three hours had passed.

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FITZ SAYS HE NEVER 
WROTE THAT LETTER 


"Ex-Champion Declares He Does Not Know 
Shilly, of Cincinnati. 


1S NOT MUCH OF A PENMAN 


Cornisbman Offers $2,500 for the Doc- 
ument Under Discussion, 


JULIAN TALKS THE SAME WAY 


Jeffries’s Victim Declines To Accept 
a Benefit Paying Him Thirty Per 
Cent of the Receipts. 


’ New York, June 11.—Bob Fitzsimmons, ex- 
champion heavy-weight pugilist, in com- 
pany with his wife and his manager, Mar- 
‘tin Julian, attended a ball game at West 
End Field Club, Jersey City, this after- 
noon. Fitzsimmons acted as one of the 
two umptres and after the game he and 
Julian found time to deny the assertions 
made by Leonard Shilly, who {fs credited 
with being an attache of the sheriff's office 
Yn Cincinnati. Shilly claims to be a per- 
sonal friend of Fitzsimmons, but Bob says 
he does not know such a man, and Julian 
¥s equally positive that he never met such 
a person. The letter in itself purports 
that Fitzstmmons feared defeat and ad- 
vised his friends not to risk any money 
on their belief that he would retain the 


championship. 

“T never wrote sich a letter.” said Fitz- 
eimmons. “IT don’t know Shilly. Who is he, 
anvhow? You say he ts connected with the 
sheriff's office at Cincinnati. Well. if he is, 
1 know nothing about the sheriff or him. 
T never wrote such a letter. T am not a let- 
ter writer. This letter in question is dated 
New York, May 21st. Since T went into 
training eome weeks aAgn., I onlv wrote one 
letter and that was to Dr. Kelly. a dentist 
of Peoria. Tll., but T made no mention of 
mv chances of victorv or defeat in it. 

“T'1] tell you what T’ll do,”’ continued Fitz- 
rimmons. “In order to show the public 
that I never wrote such a letter to Teonard 
Shillv or any other person, I'll give $2.500 
to the person who produces such a docu- 
ment: and, furthermore, if anv one believes 
he has such a letter, I will pay his ex- 
penses from wherever he resides to this 
city and make him a present of $250, provid- 
ing that such a communication can be pro- 
duced. Of course. the letter may be a for- 
gery. if such a letter exists, but I want to 
be satisfied as to its existence, and I also 
want the public to be satisfied that I never 
wrote it, nor had it written for me. 

“T am at a loss to understand why any 
person could make such a statement, Le- 
cause IT see no reason why any one should 
try to injure me in this underhand man- 
ner.”’ 

Martin .Julian, JF itzsimmons’s manager, 
was equally emphatic in his denunciation of 
the report and said: 

“Mtzsimmons and I are close friends, and 
TY know that he never wrote such a letter.. 
It is a He on the face of it. Fitzsimmons 
jc not making idle boast when he says that 
he will give $2,500 for the production of the 
letter. if it can be proved to be authentic. 
This we can easily afford to do, seeing that 
we know if such a letter exists it must be 
a forgery. Now let these people come to 
time and if there is a negro in the wood- 
Pile we will soon dig him out. If the 
letter can be placed in evidence, we wa 
gladly pay $250 to the person presenting it, 
as well as all other expenses, tn addition 
to $2,500 promised by Fitzsimmons.’”’ 

Mrs. Fitzsimmons, who was present, said 
that she was positive her husband had 
never written such a letter. 

‘Bob was more than confident of success, 
and all those who saw the fight must cer- 
tainly agree with me in saying that he did 
his utmost to retain the championship. He 
had no doubts as te his ability to defeat 
Jeffries, and although he was beaten, I am 
not quite satisfied that he cannot reverse 
the order of things.” 

Several rumors are in circulation that 
QUeffries has offered to spar with Fitzsim- 
mons at a benefit for the latter, but Man- 
ager Julian said tonight that Jeffries and 
his manager, instead of giving a benefit. 
the proceeds of which would go to Fitz- 
simmons, had made a proviso that they 
should receive 50 per cent of the receipts. 
When this proposition was made to Fitz- 
simmons, he and his manager declined to 
have anything to do with it and stated 
that when Fitzsimmons gave a benefit for 
Jack Dempsey, after he had defeated him, 
Dempsey received all the coin. Neither 
Fitzsimmons nor Julian will accept half 
favors from the new champion or his man- 
ager, and if they wish to give the ex- 
champion a benefit, he must have all.

WHERE HE DIFFERS 


Expresses Views Not Held by Other 
Baptists, 


PREACHED A STRONG SERMON 
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Largs Congregation Heard His Views 
on Baptist Doctrines. 


SUBJECT WAS “WHY AM | A BAPTIST 2” 


First Reason Was His Parents Had 
Beer. Baptists, but He Gave Sev- 
eral Other Reasons. 


Dr. L. G. Broughton, pastor of the Tab- 
ernacle Baptist church, preached an inter- 
esting serman yesterday morning, telling 
why he adheres to the Baptist doctrines. 
During the course of his sermon the pastor 
ex pressed opinions that will probably not 
be considered altogether doctrinal by other 
Baptist ministers, but Dr. Broughton an- 
nounced that he was ready to defend his 
position upon all questions mentioned by 
him, 

The subject of this sermon was “Why I 
Am a Baptist."" His first reason was that 
his parents had been Baptists. He then 
entered into the Baptist doctrines, telling 
his opinions on !tmmersion, communion and 
other tenets of the Baptist church. Dr. 
Broughton said he was neither a “half- 
Baptist’ nor a “Baptist and a half.”’ 

te said, while speaking of baptism, that 
a profession of faith was all*that was nec- 
essary and that the man who did the bap- 
tising took Httle part im the actual cere- 
mony. For this reason he oontended that 
persons should be admitted to Baptist 
churches whether or not thew held letters 
telling who had baptised them. 

His sermon in substance follows: 

“Fest, let me say that I do not profess 
to be a Baptist and a half. I think some 
people really have reached that degree in 
the rank of churchianity. l have never 
vet failed to,realize that Christ is above 
the church and that there are many good, 
godly men and women not tn the fellowship 
of our church. And I would make equally 
as emphatic the fact that I am not a half 
Baptist. One to me is as distasteful as the 
other. I know I do not measure up to the 
formula of some wise and good prethren: 
for instance, there are those who think a 
man a tremendous heretic who allows one 
outside fellowship of our church to 
preach and invite sinners to (Christ from our 
Ppulpits. IT am glad — don’t fit that formula. 
During my pastorate in Roanoke. Va.. of 
four vears, TT baptized over four hundred, 
and most of them were moved under the 
preaching of other than Raptist evangelists 
preaching in my own pulpit. And eince 
coming here God has blessed the preaching 
Of a pedo-Baptist in our pulpit durine a 
series of meetings as He has blessed few 
evangelists who have come to Atlanta. 
When it comes to saving lost men. I am 
In for it, though it may be accompHshed 
through an Instrument not so well fixed up 
as I'd like, and T thank God from my heart 
I've got a church that follows heartily in 
this path, 

‘‘Now, having said this much. I eFlipnose T 
might say that Tam a mighty 
strong Baptist. No man is going to be 
worth much who dons not beleve stronely 
in his doctrine. Whatever I am, I'm 
bound to be all ower. hence I'm all over a 
Baptist. First, because of my rearing. If 
my mother and father had not been Rap- 
tists, I don’t know how it would have been. 
Earty impressions have a great deal to do 
with fixing one’s ‘religion. Now and then 
we see people who change. but they are not 
very numerous. Church principles and cus- 
toms thoroughly fixed in us usually re- 
main. 


the 
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Likes the Government. 

“Then I am a Baptist pecause I Hke our 
gavernment. To*me the absolute independ- 
ence of the local church is a great principle. 
Having Leen born just at the close of the 
late war, when the question of states 
rights was so much in the air, I naturally 
took to that kind of government. I don't 
See for the life of me how I could work 
under an ecclesjastic head. I've tried some- 
times to faney such a thing—seeing myself 
under a bishop or boss, and [| tell vou. it 
just couldn't be made to fit me. 

“But these are minor points to me. after 
all. I know rearing don’t make a thing 
mght, and I know that there are other 
churches which have practically our form 
of church government, so there must be 
stronger reasons for being a Baptist. else 
my position will not stand. So the question 
of this morning is what are these reasons? 
Let me say, there is really put one. Ev- 
erything else could be arranged, perhaps, 
Save this—our baptism. True, there are 
other things which we hold but tn oneway 
or another they are held by others. The 
one thing which makes me ‘a Baptist !s 
our baptism, 

“In the first place, we believe that bap- 
tism is commanded of Jesus Christ. It is 
not a question of my Iikes: it is one of obe- 
dience to the teachings of Christ. And 
while there is no saving merit tn the act. I 
don’t believe any soul has a right to delib- 
erately set aside as Uscless thic sacred com- 
mrand of Christ. And when this Is done de- 
liberately of one’s chaice, whén the lights 
have been presentd, I think,.so- say the 
least of it, there will be danger. Again. we 
hold that baptism is to follow conversion. 
The divine command being ‘repent, believe 
and be baptized.’ This forever renders in- 
valid the baptism of infants. however ad- 
ministered, as in that case baptism precedes 
conversion. 

“But, again, we hold to immersion as the 
only scriptural mode of baptism. First, 
Christ himself, who !s our example, was 
thus baptized. The Word says John bap- 
tized him in Jordan an@ came straightway 
Up out of the water. This scripture is too 
plain for men to quibble about. A heathen 
was converted by reading the New Testa- 
ment and went to a missionary to be bap- 
tized. The missionary was a pedo-Baptist 
and started to sprinkle him, The heathen 
at once turned to his testament and said 
‘this is not the way Jesus was baptized.’ 
Thank God the Bible is s6 plain that a 
heathen cannot be deluded. 

“Second, the apostles followed this mode. 
Phillip took the eunuch ‘down into the 
water’ and he baptized him. Then ‘they 
came straightway up out of the water.’ 
This, too, is too plain to discuas. 

“Third, because Of what this baptism 
symbolizes. The Apostie Pauli thought it 
symbolized the burial and resurrection of 
our Lord. The sixth chapter of Romans 
stys: ‘Know ye not, that s® many of us 
as were baptized into Jesus Christ were 
baptized into his death, Therefore we are 
buried with him by baptism into death; 
that like as Christ was raised up from the 
dead by the glory of the Father, even so 
we also should walk in newness of life. 
For if we have been planted together in 
the likeness of his death, we shall be also 
in the likeness of his resurrection.’ 

Baptism and Communion. 

“How plain this is. There are but two 
ordinances—baptism and communion. Com- 
munion is to typify the broken body and 
shed blood of our Lord. This is important 
not only because it's a command, but be- 
cause it perpetuates in type the tragedy 
of the cross. But if Christ is still on the 
cross as communion leaves Him, then the 
plan of redemption is incomplete. Paul 
declares ‘if Christ be not raised from the 
dead then is your faith vain. Ye are yet 
in your sins.’ Now, then, our baptism 
furnishes us with the type of the other 
part in the plan of salvation—the burial 
and resurrection of our Lord. Thus with 
the two ordinances—baptism and _ the 
Lord’s supper, we set forth to the world 
a complete plan of redemption. And with- 
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‘But now, brethren, 1 call your attention 
to another truth just here. Our baptism 
is valid not because of any church author- 
ity connected therewith or because of the 
administrator of the ordinance. It is valid 
only because it is administered to a be- 
Hever and is the burial and resurrection 
of the body in water, thus typifying the 
burial and resurrection of our Lord. It is 
the figure and not the figurer that we are 
after defending and exemplifying. I know, 
of course, there are differences of opinion 
on this point, especially here in Georgia. 
Many wise and good men place the validity 
of baptism upon both th® act and the ac- 
tor. That is to say, before an act of bap- 
tism is valid it must have been a burial and 
resurrection of the body in water and 
that administered by a man who had him- 
self been properly baptized. This, to me, is 
the strictest apostolic succession. It 1s 
saying that there has been an unbroken 
link In the line of regular organized work 
from the day of Paul to the present time. 
Yea, it means more. It means that before 
I can establish the validity of my baptism 
I must trace it back to the man who bap- 
tized the man who baptized the man who 
baptized the man, etc., etc., etc., who bap- 
tized me. And then, suppose we can do 
this clear back to Paul. What are we g0- 
ing to do with his baptism? 

“No man save God can tell who baptized 
him. So unimportant was the administra- 
tor—so far did {fie ordinance itself tower 
above the an administering it that the 
record pecniig a Fase about who did tt. And 
I unhesitatingly say, and say with regret, 
that if Paul should come to life and appear 


to the majority of our Baptist churches. 


in Georgia and especially in Atlanta, in 
which I'm sorry to include my own dear 
churvch—yes, if he should apply to us for 
membership with the record the New Tes- 
tament gives us as his passport he would 
be ruled out because it does not mention the 
church that authorized his baptism or the 
man who did it. Brethren, our position is 
grossly inconsistent at this point. We are 
not Catholics. We do not magnify the 
man nor the church. We are to magnify 
the act. When a man has been buried with 
Christ in baptism upon a profession of his 
faith in Christ his baptism is valid, let the 
administrator be whom he may. 

“It is immersion upon profession of faith 
we contend for. And whoever contends for 
this an dtnis alone as baptism is a Baptist. 
Whether he be called such or not does not 
change the fact. This is not simply my 
opinion. It is the ‘clear teaching of the 
scriptures. Nowhere in the Bible is there 
the slightest attention paid the question 
of the administrator in making valid bap- 
tism. Another reason is at once obvious; 
baptism is not the door into the loca! 
church. Phillip and Paul and Lydia were 
not baptized into the fellowship of the 
local church; they were baptized into 
Christ Jesus. The vote of the church, my 
brethren, is the door to the local church. 
Why, then, has the local church the right 
to regulate who shall and who shall not 
baptize! The New Testament scriptures in 
recording the ordinances of baptism only 
seek to impress the figure which keeps 
before us the great fact of Christ’s burial 
and resurrection. That's what constitutes 
valid baptism and upon that I’m willing 
forever to stand. 

“And I'm not alone in this position. All 
of our great Baptist churches in the north 
hold the same view and practice it. Every 
Baptist church in Virginia and many of 
them in other southern states hold the 
same view. And even here in Georgia the 
pastors of most of our leading churches 
secretly hold the same position. Brethren, 
iet's not be inconsistent at this point, We 
have got a great truth to deciare. The 
scholarship of the world has agreed to 
our claims for immersion in so far as it 
is of the New Testament form. John Cal- 
vin, Martin Luther, Beza, Campbell, Chrys- 
ostom, Certullian and early 
wKreat teachers agree that the New Tesla- 
ment baptism is immersion. Let's contend 
for the figure. 

“But finally, my brethren, let us be sat- 
isfied with the truth. Having the truth, let 
us carry it ferward until it shall touch the 
remotest bounds of the earth. Loving all 
who name the name of Christ, let us join 
them in all points we agree, be faithful 
to the truth. When we disagree, let us go 
forward to win the world for our Lord 
and His Christ, remembering that it is 
just as much a command that we ‘walk in 
newness of life’ as that we be baptized. 
Baptists of all other people ought to live 
Godly lives. Their profession of death to 
the old life and resurrection to the new, in 
baptism, ought to be an incentive to holy 
living; otherwise we are gross hypocrites. 
And the biggest hypocrite in all the worid 
is the Baptist hypocrite. Let us be careful, 
either let us live holier lives or else give 
up our bold profession.’”’
